S.O. 2548.—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that, in the interest 
of the trade and in the public interest it is expedient to regulate and control nun- 
transferable specific delivery contracts in respect of groundnut and groundnut 
oil; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of 
section 18 of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952), the 
Central Government hereby declares that the provisions of section 5 to 14 (both 
inclusive) and section 15 of the said Act shall apply to non-transferab’e specific 
delivery contracts in respect of the aforesaid goods in the whole of India except 
the State of Gujarat.

S.O. 2549.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 27 of the Forward 
Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952), the Central Government hereby 
exempts any non-transferable specific delivery contract entered into by a farmer 
for the sale of goundnut whole which is produced on land owned or held by him 
under a recognised tenure, from the operation of section 15 of the said Act.

contracts in groundnut kernel, 

2. The recognition hereby granted is subject to the condition that the said 
Association shall comply with such directions as may from time to time be given 
by the Forward Markets Commission.

1, and being satisfied that it would be in the interest of the trade and also in the 
public interest so to do, hereby grants, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 6 of the said Act, recognition to the said association for a period of 3 
years ending the 9th August, 1968 in respect of forward contracts in groundnut 
oil. 

2. The recognition hereby granted is subject to the condition that the said 
Association shall comply with such direction as may from time to time be given 
by the Forward Markets Commission.
